J], Copper scrap, whether ingottea or otherwise (S. No. 42/1). zinc 
or spelter unwrought, etc., (S. No. 44/1), Brass, bronze and similar 
alloys unwrought [S. No. 46(a)/I1, Brass, bronze and similar alloys, 
wrought [S. No. 46(c)/I] and Copper unwrought (S. No. 47/1) — 
October, 1961— March, 1982 licensing period. 

No. 9 -TTC<PN)/ 62 . —Attention of established importers is invited to the various 
provisions made against S. Nos. 41 (ii) /I, 42/1, 44/1, 40(a)/I, 46(c)/I and 47/1 in 
Section II of the Red Book for the current period, according to which quota 
licences issued for these S. Nos., will be valid for import of copper unwrought/ 
zinc or spelter unwrought in the form of ingots, cake, tile, slab and plate. Accord¬ 
ing to the provisions made against the abovesaid S. Nos. in the current Red 
Book, the established importers are required to report actual arrivals of Copper 
unwrought (S. No. 47/1) to the ‘Controller’ appointed under the Non-ferrous 
Metals Control Order. 1958. The sale of imported Copper unwrought can b' 
effected by established importers only against permits issued by the Control' 
Non-fer”ous Metals at prices not exceeding 34 per cent margin over the 1° 
cost. Similarly, the sale/distribution of Zinc or spelter unwrought in tb 
of ingots, cake, tile, slab and plate can be effected by established im n- 
scheduled Actual Users on the general or specific directions of the Cr 
Non-ferrous metals, at prices not exceeding 34 pier cent over the l r 

2. On a review of the position and with a view to ensure pr 
imported Non-ferrous metals, viz., Copper, unwrought in th 
blooms, slabs, cakes, tiles, bricks, blocks, billet cathodes, bib 
wire bars and ingot bars (S. No. 47/1) and zinc or spelter ■ 
of ingots, cake. tile, slab and plate (S. No. 44/1) to th' 
permits issued bv the ‘Controller’ appointed under the T 
Order, 1958, it has been decided that established 
licences for import of Copper, unwrought in the 
cakes, tiles, bricks, blocks, billet cathodes, bllste*"

The established importers of these items should not place orders on the foreign 
suppliers for the import of Copper, unwrought in the form of ingots, blooms, 
slab3, cakes, tiles, bricks, blocks, billet cathodes, blister bars, electrolytic wire 
bars and ingot bars (S. No. 47/1) and Zinc or spelter unwrought in the form 
of ingots, cake, tile, slab and plate (S. No. 44/1) against the licences in question 
except in accordance with the instructions issued by the ‘Controller’ appointed 
under the Non-ferrous Metals Control Order, 1058.
